New Auxiliaries join South Simcoe Police

On July 23, South Simcoe Police welcomed 10 
new Auxiliaries, in a graduation ceremony held 
at Innisfil’s Town Hall. Family and friends of the 
graduates attended, along with members of the 
South Simcoe Police Service, and dignitaries 
that included Niagara Regional Police Chief Jeff 
McGuire, Deputy Chief of York Regional Police 
Tom Carrique, and Justice Jon-Jo Douglas. 

It was the culmination of a recruitment drive 
that started last fall. Originally, the South Simcoe 
Police Service was looking for 8 Auxiliaries - 
unpaid, trained volunteers to assist uniformed 
officers in their daily dealings with the public - to 


bring the Service back to its full complement of 
30 volunteers. 

That number increased to 10, after 2 more 
Auxiliaries left to take full-time employment 
as officers with the South Simcoe and Toronto 
Police Services. 

Ads were posted, and by January 2013, more 
than 200 applications were received. Ten 
successful candidates were selected to undergo 
80 hours of rigorous training, in Powers of Arrest, 
Use of Force, Firearms, Ethics, Criminal law and 
other aspects of policing. 

“These men and women before you tonight are 


ready to patrol the streets of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury and Innisfil, 
beginning tomorrow morning,” said 
Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson, emceeing the 
graduation ceremony. 

The graduates - Danny Carrique, Jana 
Douglas, Ryan Johnson, Jacqueline 
Krueger, Melissa MacDonald, 
Ndabezinhle “Gary” Maseko, Conner 
McWatters, Isaac Pereira, Ranjit 
Sandhu and Matthew St. Amant 
- received words of welcome and 
praise from both Innisfil Mayor Barb 
Baguley, and BWG Mayor Doug White. 

"We understand the commitment 
you have made to be volunteers in 
our community," Mayor Baguley 
said. "Thanks for everything you're 
about to do. What you’re giving your 
community is so immeasurable.”

Be prepared for Tornadoes 

To the editor: The province of Ontario may 
not be in "Tornado Alley" - the section of 
continental North America most prone to 
tornadoes - but it does see an average of 12 
“twisters” each year, generally between the 
months of May and September. From the 
extreme southwest, to the northernmost tip of 
the province, tornadoes can strike anywhere. 

A tornado is a powerful column of wind, 
spiralling around a centre of low atmospheric 
pressure - generally spawned as part of a 


severe thunderstorm, or rotating “supercell” 
Tornadoes may appear behind a shroud of 
heavy rain or hail, in a sky that is green, yellow 
or black - beginning as a funnel cloud on high, 
then kicking up dust and debris as it touches 
the ground. 

Tornadoes can last for a few minutes, or 
hours - and leave a path of destruction in their 
wake. The Fujita scale ranks the strength of the 
tornadoes; the strongest F5 twisters may have 
winds of just over 500 kmph. 

Thinking about what to do when a tornado 
threatens should be part of your Emergency 
Plan. 

If you are indoors, the safest place to be is 
in an underground shelter, basement or safe 
room. If there is no basement, go to the centre 
of an interior room on the lowest level, away 
from corners, windows, doors and outside 
walls. Get under a sturdy table, or use a 
mattress to provide additional protection. 

If you are out of doors, don’t wait until 
you see the tornado to seek shelter. If you 
are caught outdoors, lay flat in a ditch or 
depression and cover your head with your 
arms and hands. Don’t seek shelter under an 
overpass or bridge - it’s safer to stay in a low 
flat location. The danger is flying debris. 

If you are in a trailer or mobile home, leave 
- seek shelter in the nearest sturdy building. 
Mobile homes, even when tied down, offer 
Utile protection from tornadoes. 

The Community Emergency Management 
department of BWG Fire & Emergency 
Services encourages residents to prepare for 
tornadoes. Designate a safe room in your 
home - basement, storm ceUar or interior 
room on the lowest level - where the family 
will gather during a tornado. Conduct a 
tornado drill, so everyone knows howto react 
in case of a tornado. And remove dead or 
rotting trees and branches that could become 
a danger in high winds.

WHEN IS A BUILDING PERMIT REQUIRED? 

Under the Building Code Act a building permit is required for the 
construction of an addition or alteration to a building or the con¬ 
struction of a new building or structure over 10.0 square metres 
(108 square feet) in area. It is the responsibility of the owner to 
obtain a building permit. The following is a list of typical projects 
covered under our Program: 


BILL 124 REQUIREMENTS 


Designers who prepare 
drawings for extensions, 
alterations or repairs to 
houses and small build¬ 
ings (including decks and 
porches) must be quali¬ 
fied by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment.

Building permit applications must be accompanied by plans/ 
drawings (drawn to scale) clearly depicting the nature and extent of 
the proposed work.

Important fire safety tips during power outages! 

To reduce fire risk during a power outage, the Office of the Fire Marshal recommends 
following the following safety tips 

>- Electrically-connected smoke alarms and carbon monoxide alarms will not work 
when the power is out. Homeowners should ensure they have battery-operated 
smoke alarms and carbon monoxide alarms to provide early warning of fire and 
carbon monoxide. 

>• During a power outage, families should make sure electric stove elements and small 
appliances are OFF or unplugged to prevent fires from starting when the electricity is 
restored. Everyone should know how to get out immediately if there is a fire. 

»- Cordless phones will not work when the power is out, so it is recommended to have 
at least one phone that does not require electricity to operate. 

>■ Use flashlights or battery-operated lanterns instead of candles or hurricane lamps. If 
using candles, place them in a secure holder and cover them with a glass chimney. 

>• Propane and charcoal barbecues are for outdoor use only. Do not bring them inside. 

>• Only use portable space heaters that have been designed for indoor use and follow 
the manufacturer’s instructions. Provide adequate ventilation by opening a window 
slightly while the heater is in use. Before refuelling, turn off the heater, wait for it to 
cool and take the heater outside to refuel. 

>- Purchase generators with recognized approval labels. Make sure the unit has proper 
connection receptacles and circuit breakers. 

>- Portable generators should only be used outdoors and carefully located to ensure 
that exhaust fumes do not enter the home. Allow the generator to cool before 
refuelling. Refuel the generator outside, following the manufacturer’s instructions. 
Store fuel for the generator in approved containers, outside the home.

Heritage Conservation District for Cookstown 


MMM Group recommended 
the establishment of a Heritage 
Conservation District in the 
Village of Cookstown - a 
position that was endorsed 
by Innisfil Council on May 15. 
Council also voted to establish 
a Community Improvement 
Plan for the village, an 
Official Plan Amendment 
that will provide a "toolbox” 
of grants and incentives 
that could help property 
owners pay for projects like 
facade improvements or 
redevelopment. 

Not all residents of the village 
supported the move. Several 
speakers in the May meeting 
were concerned that the 
Heritage Conservation District 
designation could have an 
impact on their property values 


and taxes, or place limits on 
redevelopment. 

However, David Steele, 
owner of a designated 
Heritage Building in Innisfil, 
strongly supported an HCD 
for Cookstown, noting that 
there are already 110 Heritage 
Conservation Districts in 
the province, with 40 more 
awaiting approval. 

“Each has been established 
by the residents to protect and 
preserve” the special character 
of the community, Steele said. 
“It is not the purpose to freeze 
an area in time - rather, it is to 
guide change.” 

Heritage Architect David 
Eckler agreed. "The intent is not 
to freeze and save everything 
that is there. There are 
buildings that can’t be fixed. 


Property owners should not be 
saddled with a building that 
doesn't function.” 

The degree of preservation, 
the details of restrictions are 
still to be worked out, through a 
process of public consultation, 
likely beginning in August. 

MMM Group identified 
Cookstown as a good candidate 
for HCD designation because 
26% of its buildings were 
constructed between 1880 and 
1919 - “a very interesting and 
unique mix of architecture for a 
town of this scale.” 

As a next step, on July 17 
Innisfil Council appointed 3 
Cookstown residents - Gina 
Hardy, Lavana Zrhoh and Bruce 
Chambers - to a new Cookstown 
Heritage Conservation District 
subcommittee.

‘Dream job’ in the far north: From Bond Head, to Pond Inlet 


Bond Head resident Jenni-Lynn Usher took 
her undergraduate degree at the University of 
Toronto, and taught English as Second Language 
in Japan, for almost 3 years. 

When she went to Australia for her Teachers' 
College training, it was with the goal of becoming 
a certified ESL teacher. 

It was a great experience, but she soon learned 
that it’s easier to go through the system if you 
take your training in Ontario. Facing a wait of 
6 months to 1 year for certification, Jenni-Lynn 
decided to send out her resume to school boards 
across the Country - and was quickly contacted 
by Nunavut Territory, in the Far North. 

Within 24 hours of her over-the-phone 
interview, she was hired. 

It was originally supposed to be a way for her 
to build her experience and her resume, while 
awaiting Ontario certification - but a funny thing 
happened. One school year stretched into 3, 


and she’ll be returning to her classroom in Pond 
Inlet, on the northeast shore of Baffin Island, for 
the Fall. 

“I'm liking it up there," she says. “It’s nice to 
know I have a job this year. If I tried to stay 
South, it would have been a year before I was 
registered” - and then probably several years 
of Supply teaching, before she could find a 
placement as an ESL teacher. 

Up north, “I got into a Grade 5-6 class, and then 
I was offered full-time ESL. I pretty much walked 
into my dream job the second year.” 

She’s teaching English as Second Language to 
her students because the primary language in 
Pond Inlet, a very traditional community north 
of the Arctic Circle, is Inuktitut. The local people 
do “a lot of hunting and fishing,” and the school 
year has been adjusted to make allowances for 
community needs, and crises. 

“Day by day, week by week - every week,

something happens,” Jenni-Lynn 
says. The death of an elder, serious 
injuries requiring an airlift to 
medical assistance, even the weather 
can disrupt plans, in the isolated 
community. 

“Up there, you become very, very 
sensitive to how the weather can affect 
you,” she says. A serious storm means 
that food can’t be brought in by air 
or by sea. A power outage is more 
than a nuisance; it can mean life or 
death. “You change yourself to fit the 
weather. You don’t expect the weather 
to fit you.” 

The pay is good, and those working 
in the Arctic receive a northern 
allowance. “But that being said, the 
cost of living 
is very high,”

Residential schools. 

The Residential School model 
caused tremendous harm, damage 
to communities, and many ongoing 
problems - including an often negative 
attitude towards educators. Only now 
are there efforts to build a curriculum 
that reflects the cultures and diversity 
of Nunavut. 

And there are other stresses facing 
the residents of Pond Inlet and 
similar Inuit communities. The push 
to develop northern resources has 
brought an influx of outsiders seeking 
employment, driving up house prices 
in locations like Iqaluit, and creating 
friction between the old and new ways 
of life.

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Sharing the cancer journey

Georgina Drikos-Walters, 32, is a Bradford 
resident who will be walking 60 km., September 
7-8, in the 11th annual Shoppers Drug Mart 
Weekend to End Women’s Cancers, in Toronto, 
for her first time. 

Georgina’s cancer journey began shortly 
after her 30th birthday, when she experienced 
pain in her ear. After being treated for an ear 
infection, the pain did not subside, and she 
went to the emergency room of the nearest 
hospital. As a result of her visit to ER, a lump was 
discovered on the right side of her neck, and an 
appointment with an ENT (Ears, Nose, Throat) 
Specialist took place 3 days later. A needle biopsy 
was performed on the lump. 

The following week the test results showed 
signs of papillary thyroid carcinoma. 

An excisional biopsy was performed on the 
lump, which confirmed the presence of cancer. 
Georgina underwent a total thyroidectomy and 
right neck dissection to remove lymph nodes in 


her neck; results showed that 18 of the 32 nodes 
removed were cancerous. She then underwent 
radioactive iodine treatment. 

Georgina is sharing her story in hopes of 
raising awareness among young women of 
the importance of early cancer detection and 
treatment - and participating in the Weekend to 
End Women's Cancers for the first time, as both a 
statement and a fundraiser. 

As of July 19, she had already raised over $1800 
for the walk, through a Euchre Tournament 
and Silpada Jewellery Parties with friend Karen 
Sherman, who will walk beside her in September. 

The Weekend to End Women’s Cancers is 
the largest fundraiser for Women’s Cancers in 
Ontario history, raising over $133 million over 
the past 10 years, for research, treatment and 
care at Princess Margaret Hospital's cancer care 
centre. The funding has supported research into 
a new class of “sharpshooter” cancer drugs.

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At about 9:25 a.m. on July 14, South 
Simcoe Police were called to a collision 
between an e-bike, driven by a 40 year 
old Barrie male, and a motorcycle, on 
the 1 Oth Line oflnnisfll just east of 20 
Sideroad. The e-bike was eastbound 
on the 1 Oth Line, initiating a left turn 
into a private driveway - when a black 
Triumph motorcycle, driven by a 67 
year old Barrie man, with his wife as 
a passenger, attempted to pass. Both 
vehicles were knocked to the pavement 
and all passengers were injured. They 
were transported to hospital with 
minor injuries and released after 
treatment. Charges are pending. 

The growing popularity of e-bikes 
(also known as electric bikes, or 
power-assisted bicycles) has raised 
concerns at the Ontario Association 
of Chiefs of Police. The OACP has 
pointed out that Provincial legislation 
which describes the e-bike as a 
“bicycle” is in conflict with legislation 
that governs other 2-wheeled, 
powered “conveyances" 


Calling the existing regulations 
“inconsistent, incongruent and 
inequitable” the OACP has asked the 
Province to redefine the e-bike as a 
motor vehicle under the Highway 
Traffic Act, rather than a bicycle, 
requiring a permit and insurance. 

The Association is also calling for a 
tiered licensing process, and testing 
that would “establish a baseline of 
rudimentary knowledge for PTW 
operation,” placing the e-bike under 
existing Motor-Assisted Bicycle 
(Moped) regulatory standards - which 
include a max. speed of 50 kmph. 

Under current regulations, e-bike 
operators must be at least 16 years of 
age, wear a motorcycle helmet, not 
carry passengers, and ride on the road 
-not tiie sidewalk. 

Like bicycles, e-bikes must have a 
headlight on the front and a reflector 
on the rear, and be equipped with 
a bell or horn. And they must have 
pedals - or they cease to be a bicycle, 
and require licence, plates and 
insurance.

The Rehabilitation of the Bradford Bridge (from Bridge St. in Bradford, 
south to Yonge St. in York Region) is slated to begin this week. The work, 
carried out by York Region, will include removal of the asphalt deck, 
replacement of the waterproof membrane between the road and underlying 
concrete, replacement of 10 of the 70 wooden piles supporting the bridge, as 
well as other, more minor cosmetic work.

When the Province announced new 
procurement rules for School Bus contracts - 
rules that required School Boards to undertake 
a competitive Request for Proposals process - it 
hit some long-time operators and smaller family- 
run bus companies hard.

On July 23, Switzer-Carty Transportation Inc. 
held an Open House and grand opening, at its 
new offices and transportation yard in Bradford, 


at 90 Reagens Industrial Parkway. 

Among those invited were representatives 
of the Transportation Consortium; local 
dignitaries; members of the Bradford Board 
of Trade; and newly-hired staff, including 
dispatchers and drivers.

When Kumi Canada Corporation opened its doors in 
Bradford in 1998, it was one of the first plants built on 
Reagens Industrial Parkway. Established to provide “just in 
time” plastic parts for the Honda Canada Manufacturing 
plant in Ailiston, Kumi Canada had only 25 Associates, and 
5 plastic injection machines. 

By 2009, it had 145 Associates and 16 injection machines 
- and in 2010, added North America’s largest plastic 
injection machine, weighing a whopping 3,300 tonnes. 

On July 20, KCC celebrated its 15th Anniversary, as 
Management, Associates and invited guests came together 
for speeches, games and a bouncy castle for the kids, a BBQ 
lunch, face-painting, balloons, and birthday cake.
